the fact that they own creeks or ponds 
to which their cows have access in 
icold weather. And while this saves 
work and expense, it is hard on the 
cows, though the fanners claim It is 
not. 
If you want to test the matter, 


let your cows go to tbe pond or creek 
and drink through the ice. Then, 
when you have returned to the sta- 
ble, carry in water that is not lower 
.than about 60 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
see how your cows will go after It. 
1*hls proves that they drink at the 
pond or creek only enough to satisfy 
their immediate cravings and not 
enough to fill their bags with milk.
